We elect to office men 
whom we hope will vote for our 
best interests. 


But, the fact is, the voter, M 


an Individual, %eldom has the 
.chance to say yes, no, or nuts In 
a direct manner to the laws that 
will govern the individual.

In the complicated maze of gov- 


ernments in. this country remains 
one segment ^f governmental pro- 
cedure that fosters an element of 
pure . d&nocracy . . . the town, 
meeting. 


Every county in Illinois that in- 


cludes « township government is 
provided, by law, with a town 
meeting at every township election 
and special meetings throughout 
the year, if needed. 


Voters can attend that meeting 


and oppose or fav.or programs of 
township government without being 
secluded behind some intermedi- 
ary, elected representative. 
* • » 


But. If the voters fail to attend 


the meeting, It could become a 
dangerous weapon in the hands 
of an unscrupulous few who may 
not act in the best Interests of 
the township. 
It is evident that attendance at, 


and participation in. the town 
meeting has diminished through 
the years. But, the residual pow- 
ers have increased. . 


Failure to take part In town 


meetings defeats the e'htire pur- 
pose of democracy- The fact is, 
the Inert voter subjects himself 
or herself to the xvill of the few. 
* * * 


. If only a handful of voters turn 
out at a town meeting, they con- 
trol the minds of - thousands of ab- 
sent voters. 
And the dire aspect 


prevails if that handful of voters 
represents an interest group seek- 
ing personal gain at the expense 
of the many. 
/ 


For example, one of the thirteen 


items on the agenda of a township 
meeting-Is to raise money by tax- 
ation. 
We rant and rave about 


taxes, but seldom lift a finger to 
direct a tax program. 


Should an interest group, as a 


case in point, decide that the 
township is spending too much 
money in caring for the poor, 
they could reduce taxes for that 
purpose by packing the meeting 
with partisan voters. 
In similar fashion, if a group 


contends that taxes aren't high 
enough (as is obvious .this example 
is purely hypothetical) they too 
could pack the audience. 


In effect, the interest of a minor- 


ity and not a majority is then im- 
posed on the majority. The demo- 
cratic principal is thwarted . . . 
often to the sorrow of many. 
* • » 


After a town meeting adjourns, 


voters who learn that they may 
hav« been "taken" by^the vote of 
a minority have a difficult time 
altering the course of township gov- 
ernment until the next election. 


After adjournment, the meeting 


may be reopened by a majority 
vote of those present . . . but! No 
business considered before the ad- 
journment can be reconsidered, ex- 
cept by a majority of those voters 
present at the time the original 
business was discussed. 


Notice of the town meeting in 


Dixon township must be posted at 
leaat 10 days prior to the April 
election. Voters owe it to them- 
selves lo attend lhat meeting.

Canadian Meat

WASHINGTON Wl—Secretary of 


Agriculture Benson today signed 
an order opening U.S. borders to 
imports of Canadian cattle, sheep 
and other domestic animals and 
their products, effective immedi- 
ately. 


Imports had been barred for a 


year because of an outbreak of 
the dread foot and mouth disease 
in the Province of Saskatchewan. 
Benson said the disease no longer 
exists in Canada. 


Officials said the action means 


that import conditions and regula- 
tions in effect before Feb. 25, 1952, 
when the embargo was put i"«o 
effect, go back into operation. 


The ban had applied to animals 


as well as to chilled or frozen 
beef, veal, mutton, lamb or pork, 
and straw, hay and^other materials 
that might possibly bring the in- 
fection into this country.

price supports encourage 
ineffi 


ciency and wasteful surpluses. 


The secretary disclosed that he 


plans a fighting campaign across 
the nation to win support of his 
program which he said will include 
price supports as a sort of mini' 
mum wage guarantee for farmers 


The secretary indicated he is in 


favor of flexible price supports 
rather than props jUxedAat.90-pei. 
cent of parity as required in the 
present la'w for basic agricultural 
commodities. 


"Need Protection" 


Benson said government 
sup 


ports may help because "farmers 
need some protection and our food 
supply needs safeguards. Price sup- 
ports to prevent distress and disas- 
ter are very useful." 


But if there are supports, Ben 


son said, "we should have some 
flexibility so as to encourage shifts 
in production. If you don't have 
flexibility, the trend will be. to pro 
vent those shifts." 


The agriculture secretary added, 


however, in an interview published 
by U. S. News and World Report, 
that he sees no practical way of 
extending federal supports to live 
stock prices. 


"Real Danger" 


"I think there is real danger in 


a fixed support price at a high 
level," Benson said, "because it 
prevents adjustments in produc- 
tion, shifting fronV'one crop'or live- 
stock enterprise to another the way 
you will on free markets." 


Benson said price supports for 


livestock, a perishable commodity, 
are not practical,.and furthermore 
are opposed by cattle growers. 


He said cheaper meat prices 


"just had to come, in my judg- 
ment—prices of cattle just couldn't 
continue upward all the time.

WASHINGTON—</P~-Scn. Capehart (R-Ind), renewing his plea for 


standby wage-price-rent controls, said today such power would be "a 
ittle economic penicillin" against "economic plague—come a'war, God 
orbid." 
Capehart's statement was pre- 


pared as the curtain-raiser to hear- 
ngs, scheduled by the Senate 
Banking Committee to last two 
weeks, on economic controls legis- 
ation. Some 60 witnesses are ex- 
pected. 


Before the Senate committee are 


numerous proposals for extending 
controls, which expire in the next 
ew months, as well as legislation 
ntroduccd by Capehart and 11 
other committee members to au- 
horizo the President to revive con- 
rols in the event of war or eco- 
nomic emergency. 


Against Principle 


Capehart, chairman of the com- 


mittee, said he was against eco- 
nomic controls in principle but felt 
standby powers were needed to 


prevent any "disastrous economic 
dislocation." 


Nevertheless, he said in an in- 


terview he was not "stiff-nerkcd" 
about details of his proposal. He 
expressed willingness to compro- 
mise with lawmakers, like Senate 
Republican Leader Taft of Ohio, 
who oppose any standby controls 
power. 


As 
Capehart's proposal 
now 


stands, the President could freeze 
prircs, wages and rents for 00 days 
in an emergency. During this 90- 
day period Congress could enact 
more permanent controls legisla- 
tion. 


"All of the Eisenhower adminis- 


(ration officials told us frankly and 
honestly that an emergency may 
develop that might make s u c h 
controls necessary," Capehart said.

follower—to the Parliament Square 
and paraded it above the crowd, 
which swelled to an estimated 8,000 
persons.

White House Can Safely Test Public's 


Opinion of Chief Ideas 


. The problem of secrecy in the framing of high govern- 


ment policy has been posed once again, in acute form, by the 
Eisenhower administration. 


The president is himself responsible for this develop, 


ment. He has declared .in deadly earnest that there shall 
be no leaks of information from top level conferences at the 
White House, or in key Agencies. 


Despite his edict, leaks have occurred. But for the most 


part the lid has been clamped down with surprising effec- 
tiveness. 


' The question is: Is this good? Is it genuinely in the 


public interest that no inkling shall be had of important new 
policies when they are in formative stage? 


A good many responsible members of the press think it 


is not: They believe that in many matters it is too late for 
sensible debate when a policy is formally announced and 
ready for carrying out. 


' *

For instance, many observers thought that we plunged 


into the making of the H-bomb with shockingly insufficient 
.-public discussion of both the moral and the military aspects. 


Of course, this being a free country, there is nothing to 


prevent debate subsequent to policy announcements. But 
often it is not in time to forestall action that might in the 
broad view be ill-considered.. And even if it does effect a 
modification of policy, the result is likely to be a weakening 
and confusion in the nation's executive leadership. 


It is milch better, say the advpcates of less secrecy in the 


early phases, to weigh'1 the pros and cons before policy is 
formally fixed. Then, with the atmosphere cleared and rash 
plans tempered by the heat of debate, the country's leaders 
can adopt a line that will command greater popular alle- 
giance and respect.

The argument on the other side is, for one thing, that 


. security frequently make's wide publte discussion of major 
issues utterly impractical. None of the opponents of secrecy 
want to violate security, but they declare that the term is 
too easily applied to information the public ought to have. 


The defenders of secrecy say further that public atten- 


tion on plans in their formative stage sorely handicaps the 
whole task of policy-making. 
They contend that only pri- 


vate conversations—free of the overhanging fear of public 
reaction—can produce the kind of mental free-for-all that is 
wholly fruitful. 


Undoubtedly there is solid merit in this contention. But 


it is a point that plainly can be carried too far. It would 
seem fair to give the public reasonable cues to the main ave- 
nues being explored. This is a far different thing than dis- 
closing every mental twist and turn of the high-level con- 
ferees. 


By this means the administration would be able to test 


its chief ideas quickly in the crucible of public opinion, mini- 
mizing the prospect of serious error and of damage to the 
American leadership which is so vital to the free world.

Good Bid Brings Desired Results

When today's hand was dealt in 


the recent .World 
Championship 


Match in New York, the American 
team bid the North-South cards 
with great simplicity and accuracy. 
North's double raise showed strong 
trump support of at least four 
cards in a hand than contained a 
count of 13 to 16 points. 


Actually North had 
only 11 


points in high cards, and 1 point 
for the doubleton. Perhaps North 
counted l point extra for the ace 
of his partner's bid suit, or per- 
haps North felt that the double 
raise best expressed the nature of 
his hand in spite of the fact that 
he was l point short of the "cor- 
rect" total. 


South was equally direct in his 


next bid. He had a count of 20 
points in high cards, 2 points for 
the two doubletons, and 1 point 
extra for the fifth card in spades. 


With a total of 23 points in his 


own hand and the ».?surance of 
13 to 16 points in his partner's 
hand, South's only question was 
whether to bid a small or a grand 
slam. 
. 
Since the American team avoids 


bidding grand slams except when 
badly in need of points. South 
went right to the small slam with- 
out bothering to explore the pos- 
sibilities of a grand slam. 


The contract v:ss. of course, 


easily fulfilled. Declarer took the 
first trick in dummy with the ace 
of hearts, drew trumps, and even- 
tually ruffed his fourth diamond 
in dummy. 
One heart trick was 


given up to the enemy. 


In the other room, the Swedish 


team made complicated bids that 
seemed to have no clear meaning. 
As a result, they, missed the lay- 
down slam. 


South opened with one spade, as 


in the first room, but North's re- 
sponse wan two clubs. The Swed- 
ish South bid three diamonds, and 
his partner jumped to lour spader

The Doctor Says: 


BeJPs Palsy May Last for 
Months Before Recovery 


In response to a letter from Mrs. 


E. P.. this column will be devoted 
to a discussion of Bell's palsy. 


In order to explain this condition, 


it is necessary to say first that 
there are 12 nerves which come 
directly out of the brain. These 
nerves 
are 
numbered: for ex- 


ample, the seventh, also called 
the facial nerve, serves some of 
the skin and muscles of the face. 


Bell's palsy is a condition which 


involves this nerve. The most 
striking feature of the illness is a 
paralysis of the muscles of one 
side of the face which produces a 
drooping or sagging of the lip and 
an inability to close one eye. 


As a result, the two sides of the 


face do not look alike even when 
at rest: the difference becomes 
more conspicuous when motions 
like wrinkling the forehead, smil- 
ing or laughing are attempted. 
Also, it may be difficult to close 
the mouth and saliva,or food may 
escape out of one corner. 


Bell's palsy frequently comes on 


suddenly and is associated with 
some pain. The pain may leave 
rather rapidly and then there may 
be no sensations except perhaps 
mild tingling. A change in sensa- 
tion from pressure or the prick 
from the point of a pin is common. 
The sense of taste over "the front 
portions of the tongue is often 
likely to be affected. 


This condition may be the result 


of injury such as a cut or a gun- 
shot wound. The difficulty 
may 


follow the extraction of a tooth, 
although why this should happen 
is not well understood. Infections 
of various sorts, especially those 
in the upper part of the nose or 
throat, frequently precede the on- 
set of this type of nerve paralysis. 


General diseases such as mumps, 


shingles, scarlet fever, or influenza 
are additional possibilities, as are 
many other conditions, both rare 
and common. In many cases, how- 
ever, no definite cause can be dis- 
covered. 


This nerve paralysis is a form 


of neuritis, and. as in most other 
forms of neuritis, recovery is the 
rule. The outlook, however, de- 
pends to some extent upon the 
cause. 
CAUSE GOVERNS TREATMENTS 


Treatment also depends upon the 


cause, if that can be discovered. 
In 
those 
acute 


varieties 
infection, 


which follow 
time is per- 


haps all that is needed. In other 
cases some special operation or 
treatment is indicated. 


The application of heat around 


the ear area may be helpful. If 
the paralysis is slight and if there 
is nothing to make it seem unde- 
sirable, electric treatments may 
help. Active movements of the 
face in front of a mirror are rec- 
ommended from the beginning. 


Bell's, palsy may be considered 


an uncomfortable condition which 
often lasts for months but which 
usually clears up entirely.

Weiss had a sister, Carol, who

were Sen. Hugh Butler (R-Neb), 
chairman of the Senate Interior 
and Insular Affairs Committee, 
and Rep.

property rezoned so that he could 
build a vegelable stand on Ihe sile. 


Neighbors signed a blanket peti- 


lion in a unanimous approval of 
Ihe rezomng, according to council 
members. 


However, Garrison is using the 


property for a trailer park and not 
a vegetable stand, neighbors com- 
plained. 


Gordon then demanded that the* 


council take action against Garri- 
son by either making him close 
the trailer court or by having him 
conform strictly to the city ordi- 
nance pertaining to the construc- 
tion of such parks. 


According to Ballard, Garrison 


was given a month to take aclion 
in accord wilh the city ordinance. 
That was about five weeks ago, the 
commissioner said.

Roberts Got 
$11,000 Fee 
From State 


Alf Landon Stirs 
Controversy Over 
'Lobbyist' Charge 


WASHINGTON (K>— Wesley Rob- 


erts, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, says he will 
welcome a Kansas investigation of 
the fee he got for helping negotiate 
the sale of a hospital building to 
the state in 1951. 


Roberts, a Kansan, received $11,- 


000 as part of the sale in which 
the state paid $110,000 for the 
building. 


Asked Sunday night for a state- 


ment on the situation, Roberts said 
he was certain the investigation 
would completely clarify his role 
and "I 
certainly will welcome 


that." 


Krandrd lobbyist 


Some Kansas legislators ,had 


criticized the transaction, claiming 
that Roberts was a lobbyist in the 
transaction and had not registered 
as such with the state, as required 
by law. 


Roberts said he did not serve as 


a lobbyist but as a public relations 
counsel. 


The GOP chairman said he held 


no office, elective or appointive, at 
the time of the sale, which in- 
volved the slate's purchase of a 
building at the Norton Sanitonum 
in Kansas from the Ancient Order 
of United Workmen, an insurance 
firm. *

When some Kansas legislators 


demanded an investigation last 
month, Roberts defended the sale 
as legitimate and said someone 
was trying to stir up a "cyclone in 
a thimble." 


Friends said the accusations 


grew out of state party factional 
differences. 


Landon Airs Views 


Alf Landon, former governor of 


Kansas and the Republican presi- 
dential candidate in 1936, said Sun- 
day night in Topeka that he feared 
there,would be a "whitewash" of 
Roberts. 


He said: 
"The national chairman's ad- 


mission in his original statement 
that he handled this sham sale on 
a contingent fee basis is a clear 
violation of the Kansas statutes. 


"The sale of the building at the 


Norton Sanitonum to the slate is 
like a time bomb. It must be 
searchingly and thoroughly investi- 
galed and cleared up. The mo're it 
ia ignored and smoothed over, the 
more devastating will bo the explo- 
sion in the end to President Eisen- 
hower and the Republican party." 


Asked last night whether Eisen- 


hower had questioned him about 
the Kansas sale, Roberts replied 
"No," but that he had told the 
President about the matter when 
it came up last month. 


Landon said he sent to the White 


House a roundup of Kansas news- 
paper editorial opinion which he 
said was practically unanimous in 
condemning the Roberts deal.

Straws Start 
New Vogue 
In Shoe Style 


Real straws, synthetic straws, 


straw cloths—straws in white, in 
natural, in high shades and multi- 
colors—these are being made up 
in new shoe designs for all sorts 
of occasions and at all sorts of 
prices. 


It's even started a vogue in 


leathers—suedes, calf and kidskin 
dyed in pale straw tints, A smooth 
leather called Panama, in that 
shade, is quite a sensation. 


Straw may be only a touch of 


braiding on a vamp or outlining 
the throat cf a shoe. It may be a 
whole shoe, or cleverly combined 
with suede, smooth leathers, linen, 
shantung or mesh. 


Some of the smartest 
casual 


shoes have very high triple spool 
wedges made of raffia or other 
straw weaves, with bands of the 
straw to hold the shoe in place or 
serve as decoration o\\ a high 
throated vamp of fabric or leather. 


Natural Shade Popular 


Because of the rage for beige 


and natural tones in spring and 
summer costumes, the natural 
straw is most in demand—particu- 
larly effective when combined with 
white. Strong reds, blues and yel- 
lows are very smart in the rugged 
raffia weaves in shoes for casual 
wear or with separates for informal 
warm weather cocktail and dinner 
wear.

The suit, as always, is the lead-

First a Fad? 
Mesh Is Now 
Here to Stay 


It started as a fad—now it's a 


fashion. When new-born babies 
wear 
mesh 
bootees and their 


fathers wear mesh sports shoes, it 
really looks as though mesh were 
here to stay—at least for some 
time to come. 


Mesh has a completely new look 


for spring '53. Last year it was 
having growing pains. Designers 
had not fully realized the possi- 
bilities of using mesh to give shoes 
that lighter look that is so much 
in fashion. 


In town shoes, now, nylon mesh 


combines with suede, patent or 
calf to give pumps and sandals a 
new delicacy and charm. 


Typical of the new feeling is a 


high banded sandal for the town 
coat or suit, combining black ny- 
lon mesh with black patent. It's an 
open sling, on a high heel, with 
three wide bands of black mesh 
edged with patent riding high <jn 


A COMBINATION OF THE FLUID LINE in a sling pump of 
glistening black patent and of the tiniest of straps of porcelain kid- 
skin as shown above reflects what's smart and new in shoes for 
this spring. The delicate open strips cross under the patent band 


and form a "V" throat. 


shades of aniline calf, light wood 
tones and warm beiges. 


This also sports a feminine touch 


in a low cut envelope vamp bound 
with contrasting leather. Women 
in-the-know are 
choosing these 


rather than the classic spectator 
to wear with their new more femi- 
nine tweeds and flannels. 


Suede has its place, with the 


honors going to black and rich navy 
in more open types of pumps to 
wear with silk town suits and en- 
sembles. In some instances suede 
is combined with faille in these 
dress pumps for more formal cos- 
tumes. 


Typical is an open toe-open back 


sandal pump with asymmetric 
crossed straps of black suede and 
faille, and high heel of the silk. 
Another dressy type of sling is in 
navy suede, with one side of the 
vamp closed, the other side opened 
by narrow stripping, and a single 
curved strap to hold it on the foot.

Combines With Colors 


White combines with black, with

narrow piping, it may be white 
stitching or an underlay under tiny 
tear drop cutouts. Bow trims may 
be lined with white. Sometimes the 
shoe is half-and-half, in a zebra ef- 
fect. However it's doneT it's a fa- 
shion that fits in v/ith prettier foot- 
gear for Spring 1953. 


LASTS TAKE TIMBER 


About 900,000 pairs of men's and 


boys' lasts are made annually. 
Thirty-six pairs of rough blocks 
from which lasts are made can 
be taken from the average 16-foot 
maple log. 27,550 maple trees were 
axed and sawed in 1950 to supply 
the wood for lasts on which men's 
shoes were made in 1951. It takes 
six to twelve months to process a 
last.

lowed last Friday." 


Dr. Johnson wrote "I cannot 


agree that this lack of cooperation 
is consistent with your obligations 
as a teacher and your responsibil- 
ities • to all members of Temple 
university and to the society of 
which it is a part." 


Dr. Johnson today takes over as 


head of the International Informa- 
tion Administration, which oper- 
ates the Voice of America. 


Defending- his action, Dunham 


said: 


"In an institution dedicated to 


truth the relations between teacher 
and student, between teacher and 
teacher ought to be protected. If 
teachers can be required by in- 
quisitions to reveal the thoughts 
honestly expressed by their stu- 
dents or colleagues nothing can be 
discussed in the classroom 
and

Money To Be Hot Topic 
On Three Levels Soon 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (*)— Money—espe- 


cially the scarcity of it—will be a 
chief topic of conversation in the 
weeks just ahead on three levels: 
International, business, and per- 
sonal. 


The money supply is tight in the 


business world—and is likely to get 
tighter in the days just ahead. 


The money supply in the average 


taxpayer's bank account is going 
to look all too inadequate to most 
individuals as they struggle with 
their income tax forms. 


And the money supply which 


Uncle Sam and John Bull will dis- 
cuss this week in Washington is 
going to look pretty tight also to 
the two governments involved. 


Eden Coining 


British Foreign Minister Anthony 


Eden and Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer R. A. Butler are expected to 
offer Washington a financial pack- 
age. It is supposed to contain an 
'offer by Britain of partial converti- 
bility of the pound sterling—which 
America has long wanted. 


But it will ask Washington to 


agree to buy British commonwealth 
products like rubber, wool and tin 
at a fixed price in a guaranteed 
quantity over a period of perhaps 
two years. 


The United States may also be 


asked to set up a dollar reserve 
to back the pound during .the pe- 
riod it is trying to learn to walk 
alone again. 


The proposition, if made, will 


come at an embarrassing time for 
Washington. The new administra- 
tion is finding it harder to trim 
the budget than first hoped. It is 
beset by a clamor for lower taxes. 
And a sizable bloc in Congress 
would like to see foreign aid cut.

It will get tighter for awhile be-

Also at this time mer- 
chants are borrowing to get funds 
to carry Easter merchandise. 


All business borrowing is high 


anyway because of the great ex- 
pansion program and record high 
industrial activity. Business loans 
are now running nearly 8 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 


The country at the same time is 


experiencing a drain on its gold 
reserves. Since December 10, cen- 
tral" banks of other natipns have 
bought 675 million dollars worth 
of gold here. The drain means lit- 
tle compared with the 22>/& billion 
this country still holds. 


Supply Tight 


But it does tighten the supply 


of money available for bank loans 
at a time when money is already 
tight. 


All of this puts pressure on in- 


terest rates. 


Money is much more expensive 


to come by than a few months 
ago. The government has to pay 
around 3 per cent to borrow on a 
long-term basis. Corporations pay 
around 3.5 per cent.
